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ADVENTURES  IN  SIGNAL  EXPANSION 

At  the  deadline  for  this  Folio,  KPFA  was  about  to 
complete  the  installation  of  all  of  its  new  trans- 
mitter, to  allow  an  effective  signal  of  16,100 
watts.  Very  strenuous  efforts  by  PG&E  crews  and  the 
station's  engineers  had  brought  three-phase  current 
to  the  transmitter  site  and  wired  it  in  to  the  am- 
plifier section  of  the  transmitter.  There  were  a 
few  kinks  in  the  equipment  to  be  straightened  out 
before  the  full  power  could  be  turned  on,  and  before 
the  signal's  quality  would  reach  its  maximum©  But 
from  preliminary  reports  on  the  reduced  signal  of 
1,800  watts,  it  appeared  KPFA  might  have  one  of  the 
loudest  and  purest  FM  signals  in  the  San  Francisco 
area  when  all  the  switches  were  thrown© 

Even  with  reduced  power  and  a  day  late,  the  open- 
ing of  KPFA' s  new  operation  made  a  fascinating  con- 
trast with  April  1949,  when  the  original  Interim

A  NOTE  ABOUT  FOLIO 

A  more  or  less  constant  struggle  is  maintained  to  find 
the  least  expensive  means  of  producing  Folio  consistent 
with  legibility  and  an  intelligible  format.  The  present 
issue  is  the  latest  venture  in  this  direction©  It  is 
multilithed,  and  the  content  so  arranged  as  to  lie  with- 
in three  instead  of  four  folio  sheets©  This  arrangement 
is  also  intended  to  give  easier  reference  to  KPFA's  in- 
dividual programs,  with  the  emphasis  equally  upon  kinds 
and  times©  Unless  the  community  rises  in  protest,  we 
will  stick  to  this  format  --  at  least  a  month©
